After  considerable  delay  approval  was  at  last  granted  by  the 
Ministry  of  Hossing  to  proceed  with  the  Puddington  Village  sev/erage  scheme 
and  work  started  in  June  1969*  Adequate  sewers  and  disposals  works  are 
sadly  lacking  and  should  be  provided  for  the  villages  of  Bow,  Yeoford  and 
Copplestone,

GIS'IilRAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  33RVICBS. 

(1)  ITursin;^;  Service. 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

This  service  is  provided  through  resident  district  nurses  and  health 
visitors  employed  Devon  County  Council. 

( 2)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Dublic  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  the  Department  of  Pathology,  Donford,  Jixeter. 

(3)  Tuberculosis  and  I'lass  Radiography. 

There  is  a clinic  at  Ivybank,  Exeter. 

A mobile  mass  radiography  unit  regularly  visits  the  Market  Street  Car 
Park,  Crediton. 

(4)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Most  cases  are  nursed  at  home,  but  if  necessary  they  can  be  removed  to 
the  vvhipton  Isolation  Hospital. 

(5)  jknbulances. 

There  are  no  ambulances  maintained  in  this  district.  There  is  a depot 
with  ambulances  manned  by  the  Red  Cross  at  Crediton. 

(6)  Meal  s on  Wheels. 

There  is  a Meals  on  V/heels  service  operated  by  the  T/„V.S.  Meals  are 

provided  by  the  Devon  County  Council  Kitchen  at  Crediton  and  distributed  by 
members  of  the  V/.V.S.  The  service  has  now  extended  to  most  of  the  District. 

(7)  Health  Education.  Mental  Health  and  Chiropody  Services. 

These  services  are  provided  and  administered  by  Devon  County  Council. 
They  continue  to  function  satisfactorily.

SAITITARY  CIRCUI'^aTANCBS  OP  THE  DISTRICT. 


Sewerage «, 

Turing  the  summer  of  19^9  work  was  started  on  the  much  needed  scheme  for 
the  village  of  Puddington,  the  contract  price  "being  £18, 661,  7.  10. 

No  additions  were  made  to  the  maintenance  staff  of  four  men.  Regular 
overtime  work  continued  to  he  necessary  to  deal  with  the  expanding  amount  of 
maintenance  work, 

Turing  19^9  "feke  following  modern  post  war  works  v\rere  in  operations - 
Chawlei^,  Cheriton  Bishop,  Cheriton  Eitzpaine,  Eggesford,  Lapford,  Morchard  Bishop, 
Newton  St,  Cyres,  Sandford,  Shohrooke  and  Seal  Monachorum, 

Twenty  one  samples  of  effluent  were  taken  hy  officials  of  the  Devon  River 
Authority,  Of  these  samples  two  were  unsatisfactory  and  five  were  Borderline  - 
having  regard  to  the  "consent  conditions"  for  the  respective  works. 

Tlie  Council' s consulting  engineers  Messrs.  Harvey,  McGill  and  Hayes  are 
currently  engaged  on  the  preparations  of  schemes  for  Bow,  Copplestone/Yeoford  region, 
and  hemhworthy. 

Water  Supply  - Puhlio 

Water  from  the  North  Devon  Water  Board  mains  is  available  in  all 
villages  and  hamlets,  and  to  most  areas  throUf^out  the  district, 

Turing  the  yea.r  mains  extensions  were  carried  out  to  serve  new  housing 
estates  at  Chawleiji  and  Gopplestone. 

Twenty  bacteriological  samples  of  mains  water  were  taken  by  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board,  One  sample  was  unsatisfactory,  but  a second  sample  from  the 
same  source  proved  satisfactory. 

The  local  supply  of  chlorinated  water  maintained  by  Bow  Parish  Council 
continued  in  use. 

Officials  of  Devon  County  Council  took  six  bacteriological  samples  of 
chlorinated  v/ater  from  the  Bow  supply.  For  five  of  these  samples  the  coliform 
bacilli  count  was  Nil,  In  the  remaining  sample  the  count  was  2 per  100  ml. 

A complaint  of  dirty  mains  water  at  Lapford  was  referred  to  the  N.D.Y/.B, 
The  dirty  water  was  thought  to  be  caused  by  sediment  disturbed  by  maintenance  works 
in  the  Lapford  area. 

Water  Supply  - Private. 

Seven  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  six  private  supplies. 

V/ith  one  exception  all  the  samples  were  unsatisfactory.  The  source  of  each 
contaminated  sample  was  a shallow  well,  where  domestic  animals  and/or  poultry  were 
in  close  proximity.  Mains  water  was  not  readily  available  to  any  of  the  premises 
concerned.  It  is  often  difficult  in  an  agricultural  district  to  arrange  that 
animals  and  poultry  waste  is  not  deposited  in  the  vicinity  of  a well.  This  is 
particularily  so  when  the  land  in  which  the  well  is  situated  is  not  owned  by  the 
owner  of  the  dwelling  concerned. 

In  four  instances  the  wells  were  cleansed,  hand  chlorinated  and 
protective  works  carried  out. 

The  owner  of  a farmhouse,  where  the  well  was  situated  under  the  kitchen 
floor  was  advised  to  house  stock  further  from  the  farmhouse. 

In  each  case  the  consumers  were  advised  to  boil  drinking  water. 

School  .Swimming  Pools, 

During  the  year  a new  pool  was  provided  at  Sandford  School, 

Five  schools  in  this  district  now  have  swimming  pools.  Ten  v/ater 
samples  were  taken  by  the  Devon  County  Officials,  who  gave  appropriate  maintenance 
advice.  No  action  was  necessary  from  this  office. 
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Nuisance  from  animals. 

Three  complaints  were  received  arising  from  pigs  kept  under  intensive 
conditionsjin  close  proximity  to  dwellings. 

Tlie  complaints  \?ere  considered  justified.  In  each  case  the  pig  keepers 
were  verbally  requested  to  remove  the  pigs.  This  request  was  complied  with  in  each 
case. 

Noise. 

During  the  year  the  follovTing  complaints  of  noise  v/ere  received  and 
investigated. 

(1)  Lapford  - noise  from  milk  factory. 

(2)  Sandford  - noise  from  dogs. 

(3)  Dow  - noise  from  "go-kart". 

(4)  Bow  - noise  from  metal  work. 

(5)  Morchard  Bishop  - Noise  from  external  telephone  bell  at  building  site. 

(6)  Copplestone  - noise  from  dairy  exhaust  pump. 

Complaints  (2)  (4)  and  (6)  above  were  not  considered  sufficiently  serious 
to  warrant  action  other  than  verbal  notification  of  the  complaint  to  the  persons 
concerned  and  requesting  their  co-operation.  These  complaints  have  not  been  repeated. 

Complaints  (3)  and  (5)  were  resolved  by  approaches  to  the  persons 
concorned  who  took  the  necessary  action  to  abate  the  nuisances. 

Complaint  No.  (l)  was  the  most  serious  and  is  still  under  consideration. 
The  noise  arises  from  various  mechanical  processes  at  a large  milk  processing 
factory.  Various  measures  v/ere  discussed  with  the  management  and  acted  on.  Steam 
cooling  tower  fans  have  been  shielded  and  silencers  fitted  to  the  cannery  cooling 
towers.  It  seems  inevitable  that  some  noise  will  arise  from  a large  modern 
automated. milk  faototji  It  is  perhaps  fortunate  that  there  are  few  dwellings  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  factory  concerned. 

We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  borrow  a noise  meter  from  Tiverton 
B.C.  Health  Department.

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Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  196'^, 

Tented  campina:  sites. 

At  31st  December,  19^9  there  were  six  licensed  caravan  sites  in  this 
district.  These  comprised  five  individual  sites  and  a site  for  six  touring  vans. 

Three  other  sites  each  equiped  with  water  closets  and  mains  water  v/ere 
used  by  touring  vans  and  tents. 

During  the  summer  a number  of  sites  are  occupied  by  touring  vans/tents 
under  conditions  which  do  not  require  licensing. 

No  new  applications  for  licenses  were  received  during  the  year,  but 
one  application  was  under  consideraoion  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Vermin  Control 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949. 

V/arfarin  based  poison  was  supplied  free  of  charge  to  domestic  premises, 
and  at  cost  price  for  use  on  business  premises. 

Practical  assistance  was  given  in  treating  the  following  inf estationss- 
Rats  - 10  premises. 

Mice  - 1 " 

Fleas  - 3 " 

Cluster  flies  - 2 " 

Seven  wasps  nests  were  removed  during  the  summer  from  Council  Estates. 

The  Councils  sewers  v/ere  test  baited  for  rats  at  66  manholes.  Two 
minor  infestations  were  discovered  and  treated. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  household  refuse  continued. 

Minor  extensions  of  the  service  were  authorised  by  the  Council  in, the 
following  areass-  Priorton  Hill,  Sandfordj  Doctors  Corner,  Thelbridgei  Hollowhayes, 
Colebrooke?  Hawkridge,  Coldridge  and  at  Trobridge  and  Homefield,  Crediton. 

The  special  service  for  emptying  litter  bins  and  for  cleaning  up  the 
laybys  during  the  summer  months  on  holiday  routes  was  again  implemented. 

Two  tips  are  in  use  by  the  Council  and  are  also  available  for  use  of 
householders  in  the  District.  These  tips  are  at  Sutton  Quarry,  Sandf  ord  and  Perry, 
Cheriton  Pitzpaine. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act. 


One  boarding  kennels  and  one  cattery  were  re-licensed.  Each  was 
inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

No  new  licence  applications  were  received. 

Slau^terhouses. 

Slau^terhouse  licences  for  the  followdng  premises  were  renewed. 

Messrs.  F,  Lalce  & Son,  Lapford  (retail  and  wholesale  business). 

Messrs.  D.  Stevens  Son,  Copplestone  (whole- sale  business). 

Formal  approval  was  given  to  proposals  for  new  lavatoiiesetc  at 
Copplestone  Slau^iterhouse,  after  prolonged  consultations  vvith  the  various  authorities 
concerned  (Devon  County  Council,  Devon  River  Authority,  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  and  the  Meat  and  Livestock  Commission). 

The  proposals  were  formally  advertised  as  required  by  planning 
legislation.  No  objections  were  received. 

However  it  seems  that  all  this  administrative  work  will  be  abortive  as 
no  material  progTess  on  these  proposals  had  been  made  by  the  end  of  the  year  and 
discussicns  were  under  way  for  a complete  reconstruction  of  Copplestone  Slau^terhouse. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1958 

l8  Licences  to  slau^ter  animals  were  issued. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  196'^. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  19  premises  with  a total  of  48  employees  were 
registered.  The  majority  of  the  eraployeesj  of  whom  4I  were  females,  are  in 
catering  trades.  Twelve  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  act,  and  seven 
premises  received  a full  inspection,  Ifo  serious  contraventions  were  noted. 

There  were  no  new  registra  i:ions  during  Since  the  act  came  into 

force  no  accidents  have  been  notified.

Public  Conveniences. 

The  public  lavatories  recently  built  at  Checkers,  Cheriton  Bishop  on  the 
A30  trunk  road  to  Cornwall  were  much  used  during  the  summer  months.  These  lavatories 
were  built  on  ground  belonging  to  the  owner  of  a garage  and  cafe  business.  The 
garage  proprietor  is  responsible  for  normal  cleaning  and  supervision.  This  has 
proved  a satisfactory  arrangement.  The  premises  are  under  constant  surveillance. 

The  ceife  proprietor  has  found  the  arrangement  to  be  advantageous. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  plans  were  well  forward  for  lavatories  to  be 
constructed  at  Reeves  Cafe,  Bow  on  the  B 3215?  "Holiday  route"  to  Cornwall.  Again 
it  is  intended  that  the  lavatories  will  be  maintained  by  the  Cafe  proprietor.

Informal  notices  were  issued  in  respect  of  two  premises  in  poor 
decorative  repair.  The  necessary  work  was  carried  out.  One  kitchen  ceiling 
was  renewed  to  comply  with  an  informal  notice  issued  in  I968. 

During  the  year  a restaurant  at  Cheriton  Bishop  was  extensively 
extended  and  improved.  A new  village  groceiy  business  was  commenced  in  a 
purpose  built  extension  to  a domestic  dwelling  at  Morchard  Road. 

The  majority  of  premises  inspected  and  subject  to  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations,  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Eggs  - The  Liquid  Eggs  (pasteurisation)  Regs.  1963* 

There  are  no  pasteurisation  plants  in  this  district.  Damaged 
eggs  from  the  local  packing  station  were  despatched  elsewhere  for  pasteurisation. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  egg  packing  station  ceased  to  function. 

Brucella  Abortus. 


58  milk  samples  were  taken  in  this  district  by  the  staff  of  the 
Devon  County  Council  Public  Health  Department.  Three  positive  samples  were 
notified  to  this  office. 

In  each  case,  the  producers  were  supplying  milk  for  retail  sale. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  milk  from  the  infected  herds  to  be  heat  treated 
and  alternative  supplies  obtained  for  retail  sales. 

Foreign  Bodies  in  Food. 

Notification  was  received  from  the  Public  Health  Department  of 
Reading  C.B.C.  of  insect  remains  in  a tin  of  custard.  The  custard  was 
canned  in  this  district. 

The  canneiy  was  inspected  and  the  complaint  investigated  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  management.  No  obvious  source  of  the  contamination  was 
apparent.  Hygiene  and  quality  control  at  the  cannery  was  fcund  to  be 
satisfactory.  No  further  action  was  taken.

All  meat  killed  at  Copplestone  and  Lapford  Slaughterhouses  was 
inspected.  No  killings  took  place  at  Morchard  Bishop. 

It  was  difficult  to  continue  the  assistance  previously  given  to 
Crediton  Urban  District  Ccuncil  and  this  ceased  in  July.

There  is  one  major  poultry  processing  unit  in  this  district.  It  is 
operated  in  connection  with  a poultry  rearing  unit  on  a large  local  farm.  The 
poultry  dealt  with  is  specifically  hred  for  table  purposes,  no  laying  birds  are 
dealt  with. 


Birds  are  plucked  on  a modern  line  system,  using  mechanical  equipment 
and  despatched  ungutted.  Killing  is  normally  restricted  to  two  days  per  week. 

During  the  year  tv;elve  visits  were  made  by  officers  of  this  department. 

It  is  estimated  that  98,000  chickens  average  weight  44  ID.  and  4>700 
turkeys  average  wei^t  17  lb.  were  killed  at  the  premises  referred  to  above.  The 
owners  have  advised  that  some  0.5/  of  the  poultry  killed  was  rejected  for  human 
consumption. 

I ara  not  aware  of  any  other  premises  where  regular  large  scale 
slaughtering  takes  place. 

Occasional  poultry  slaughtering  does  occur  at  various  agricultural 
premises  throu^out  the  district,  particularly  in  the  Christmas  season.  Regular 
inspection  is  not  considered  practical  under  present  conditions. 
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
